Gene Monroe will remain in 
Illinois to face assorted charges 
of armed robbery and burglary, 
it was decided yesterday by Du- 
Page County Circuit Judge Wil­ 
liam Bauer. 
But DuPage County probably 
will not prosecute him, accord­ 
ing to Assistant State’s Atty. 
Frank Weselowski. 
Monroe appeared in J u d g e 
Bauer’s courtroom yesterday to 
face two fugitive warrants and 
possible extradition proceedings. 
Weselowski said it appears 
that Cook County charges of 
armed robbery may take prece­ 
dence over DuPage charges of 
burglary7. Monroe also is want­ 
ed by the United States Trea­ 
sury Department in connection 
with the burglary of the Wood 
Dale Post Office. 
The Monroe case will come 
up again March 7 when DuPage 
courts are expected to transfer 
him to Cook County for prose­ 
cution. 
The action may avert charges 
and counter-charges stemming 
from statements attributed to 
Monroe and to his alleged ac­ 
complices Harry Temen and a 
brother Kenneth L. Temen. 
One of the statements under

is that an em­

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Roselle Beat 
HSWI 
Voters Will Hear 
Of Referendum 


by MOLLY WISEMAN 


A referendum will be faced by Roselle, Blooming­ 
dale, Medinah, Itasca and Keeneyville residents in less 
than a month, but in the meantime, they are being 
given every chance to become informed about it. 
Lake Park High School Dist. 108 is asking approval 
for a $600,000 bond issue to purchase two additional sites 
for high schools in the district for the estimated 6,300 
or more students that will be attending high school in 
that area within a few years. 
The board is making every effort to let citizens know 
of the referendum and to get it passed. They have sched­ 
uled short presentations at several organization meetings 
throughout the month to speak about the referendum. 
They also hope to discuss the situation and answer 
questions for the members during their coffee hour at 
the meetings. 
A question and answer night has been scheduled for 
Feb. 26. 
The board presented two informational nights in 
mid-November, when a representative from the Arthur 
D. Little, Inc., the firm that made the six-month study 
of the area and suggested that the district build two 
more schools, was present to tell of the study and to 
answer questions. 
The study made by the Arthur D. Little firm is 
available for review at the high school by interested 
citizens. 
A vice president of an advertising agency who lives 
in Itasca has volunteered his time to set up a campaign 
and design a brochure for the board. 
This issue has failed two previous times and 
now the cost of two sites has been set at $600,000. 
On the previous occasions, in 1962, the sites would 
have cost $300,000, and the cost per $10,000 assessed 
valuation was set at $3. In 1965. the measure was 
for $400,000 and would've cost about $5.30 per $10,000. 
The Issue has been set at $6 to $9 per $10,000 valua­ 
tion this time. With the rising costs of land, the board 
hopes to sell the issue that “the public will be buying 
two sites for the price of one now,” instead of waiting 
to make the purchases later when the costs will be even 
higher. 
The Arthur D. Little firm believes that there is not 
enough land on the present Lake Park High School site 
to construct a building large enough for more than 
6,000 students. 
Board Pres. Gerald Anderson said the only thing 
that could be done would be to construct a “high rise” 
that would be more expensive than building two more 
buildings, and then eliminate all extra-curricular activi­ 
ties, including sports, because there would not be room 
for them. 
Supt. Carl Forrester said the students would receive 
just as good an education attending one of the new 
schools in the district as at the present high school, 
because all the schools would be under one board and 
administration and high standards would be met at all 
schools. 
The school board and the administration welcomes 
questions from area residents on the referendum. 
The next Lake Park board meeting is Feb. 19 at 
8 p.m.

To Explain Fund Week 


Joliet Diocese (I 
A new educational program 
was announced by B i s h o p 
Romeo R. Blanchette of the 
Diocese of Joliet. 
It 
involves 
informing 
the 
members of the diocese of the 
collection system. 
“Almost 80 per cent of the 
parishes in the diocese are now 
maintaining themselves f r o m 
one collection at the Offertory of 
the Mass. I believe the Parish 
and the Diocesan Family can be 
maintained together in t h i s 
manner,” said the Bishop. 
“The majority of the priests 
and people with whom we have 
spoken have agreed. M a n y 
commented that this s h o u l d 
h a v e been done a long time 
ago,” he added. 
In 
the 
past, it has 
been 
customary to raise the funds 
needed for diocesan activities by 
quotas established for the pa­ 
rishes, plus special collections 
taken through the year for 
specific causes. 
WE DO NOT want to multiply 
special collections. Yet the de­ 
ni a n d s on our budget are 
greater than ever. We must 
make a change in direction that 
will meet the needs with a mini­ 
mum of asking for money,” the 
Bishop said. 
Realizing that D i o c e s a n 
members are more aware of 
parochial needs and services 
than of services performed at a 
diocesan 
level, 
Bishop Blan­ 
chette is beginning an educa­ 
tional program. 
It is aimed to acquaint each 
Catholic of his membership in 
the Diocesan family and its 
advantages. 
As a first step, Bishop Blan 
chette is directing a letter to 
every adult of the diocese.

tion with the state’s birthday 
celebration.

Flack for Suburban Teens

I would like to take this op­ 
portunity 
to 
compli m e n t 
sports editor Bob Frisk and 
associate Phil Kurth for ex­ 
ceptionally fine columns in 
recent issues of your paper. 
Both Bob and Phil candidly 
discussed the sad failure of 
suburban 
support 
of prep 
sports and in my opinion 
sportswriters can’t do enough 
to “roast” the readers on this 
subject. 
In my judgment, a huge 
segment of suburban folks 
just aren’t interested in the 
unsophisticated antics of high 
school athletics, and we “pur­ 
ists” who still go for the glor­ 
ious 
imperfection 
of 
high 
school athletic contests are in 
for diminishing status. 
IT 
SEEMS 
like 
student 
bodies of area high schools 
are drastically due for criti­ 
cism on this score. The rank 
and file majority of high 
school students 
are suspi­ 
ciously absent from scheduled 
athletic events and just aren’t 
impressed with efforts pain­ 
fully organized to coax them 
out on game nights. Pep as­ 
semblies, and a variety of 
other devices geared to arouse 
student body enthusiasm have 
always been used to great 


success 
in 
the 
past 
but 
not 
today. 
Where 
do 
70 
or 80 per cent of student 
bodies go if they aren’t sold 
on turning up for games? 
Kids today have more things 
to do in their spare time, the 
freedom to do it and the fold­ 
ing money in hand to spend. 
Plus the transportation which 
affords them mobility. Where 
they go and what they do is a 
mystery to many interested in 
the problem. In any case, 
they aren’t coming out for the 
old ball game in our area. I 
personally think the freedom 
they have is the culprit, and 
large droves of high schoolers 
wander here and there and no 
place in particular. 
Having taught and coached 
at the high school level and 
reported area sports for Pad­ 
dock Publications for some 
time, I’m convinced that the 
rank and file high school stu­ 
dent is a victim of a tepid 
blandness.

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I have spoken to your li­ 
brarian today in regard to 
articles that have appeared in 
your paper some years ago by 
Mr. Edwards. It was in re­ 
gard to the use of DDT and 
pesticides. No doubt it was 
appreciated by many readers 
as myself. 
At the present time there is 
a bill put through by Senator 
Nelson 
of 
Wisconsin, 
Bill 
S1025, banning the use of DDT 
and urging the public to write 
to their congressman 
and 
their two senators urging them 
to vote for this bill. The soon­ 
er the better, before Congress 
votes on it. 
I’m sure other people were 
interested in the series of ar­ 
ticles you printed some years 
ago, and, no doubt, hoped that 
something like this bill by 
Senator Nelson would become 
a reality. Could be supported 
by the public by writing to 
their congressman and sena­ 
tors. 


THIS IS a true factor. An 
article “Can Pesticides Cloud 
the Brain,” which appeared in 
the Medical World News, re­ 
vealed that continuous expo­ 
sure to certain pesticides can 
give a person poor memory, 
loss of pep and increased ir­ 
ritability among men who 
work with these poisonous 
chemicals every day. Out of 
150 men in one research proj­ 
ect, 30 per cent were found to 
have 
borderline 
pathology. 
Their tests show that their 
nerve brain function was ser­ 
iously affected. 
Most of the tests involved 
persons exposed to only one 
group of pesticides, the organ- 
ophosphates. These are the 
“nerve gases” developed in 
World War II. 
But studying patients who 
had been exposed to both this 
group of pesticides and the 
DDT was found that the most 
severe central nervous system 
changes. 
There is a booklet published 
by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, Handbook 321— 
“Safe Use of Agricultural and 
Household Pesticides.” The 
booklet gives lists of all the 
major pesticides and their 
relative toxicity. Of 228 chem­ 
icals, 53 are listed as having 
very high toxicity. Since DDT 
already claimed as a killer of 
birds and fish and wildlife is 
characterized as having only 
medium or low toxify, a per­ 
son can only imagine the ex­ 


treme harm of the other 53 
chemicals as stated above as 
very high in toxify. 
Federal law bans the use of 
pesticides in milk, yet 93 per 
cent of all milk tested in 
California area contained pes­ 
ticides. In a New York marsh, 


DDT residues in the soil rang­ 
ed from 13 to 32 pounds per 
acre, which is unbelievable. 
LAST YEAR we were told 
not to let our children follow 
the m o s q u i t o abatement 
truck, as inhaling the pesti­ 
cides would give a reaction. 


Many of us residents close 
our doors and windows when 
the truck comes through the 
neighborhoods, as the spray is 
terrific to smell and inhale. 
We have so many different 
ways of getting toxity into our 
bodies, some of them being 
the fall-out, the continuous 
and increasing number of 
cars operated daily, the in­ 
dustrial plants and many oth­ 
ers I can’t recall. Since most 
of these we cannot do without, 
shouldn’t we concentrate on 
doing away with these dang­ 
erous pesticide sand substi­ 
tute something that would be 
effective but not as harmful 
to everything and everybody?

First of its kind, the teachers- 
in-politics clinic will serve as a 
prototype for similar seminars to 
be held in April throughout the 
country. This is part of an all-out 
effort among educators to assert 
a leadership position in America. 


Teachers long ago 
outgrew 
their 19th Century stereotype as 
a sort of sacrosanct, unmarried 
governess to the 
community’s 
children. 


Traditionally isolated from the 
arena of public controversy, teach­ 
ers hid in the warmth of profes­ 
sional circles or flocked together 
only with other educators. 
If 
political interest was expressed at 
all, it was detached, high-minded, 
and uncommitted. 


Today, teachers are profession­ 
als — important 
and 
respected 
members of the community. 
It 
no 
longer 
is 
a 
predominantly 
maiden profession; the majority 
of high school teachers in north­ 
west suburbs are male, and most 
have managed to scrape up enough 
for a down payment on a home. 


As taxpayers, they share our 
worry over rising tax burdens. 
As parents, they also want good 
schools for their children. As cit­ 
izens, they are equally concerned 
about community problems and 
national issues. 


Moreover, as educators they 
recognize their special responsi­ 
bility to make known their judg­ 
ments. 


“As teachers and administra­ 
tors,” advised IEA In a recent 
publication, “you have a dual 
responsibility — to the children 
you teach and to the community 
in which you teach.” 


From every level—local, state 
and national—educational leaders 
and associations are urging teach­ 
ers to shake off their civic leth­ 
argy and rouse the profession to 
a new sense of responsibility. 


“Teachers are the largest polit­ 
ical occupation group in the United 


We recently urged suburban 
support for massive citizen in­ 
volvement in combating soaring 
crime and delinquency rates.

“Read a good book. It will soothe 
you.” 
Sage advice. 
So I read a book, a good one. 
And now my gentle distemper, my 
nervous tic, my sporadic insomnia have 
all been neatly distill­ 
ed into a subtle, all,- 
pervading anguish. 
It was the choice of 
book that proved un­ 
fortunate, one of the 
lesser-known works of 
one of America’s bet­ 
ter-known authors. A 
thing called “America 
and 
Americans,” 
by 
John Steinbeck. 
It is a stunning production, a blend 
of 136 pages of remarkable photographs 
of the American profile and a brilliant 
essay by a master. 
And—whatever its effect—it is worth 
reading, if for nothing else than its 
last chapter. 
STEINBECK 
c a l l s 
that 
stanza 
“Americans and the Future,” and in it 
a man obviously impassioned about his 
country dissects it, and what is wrong 
with it. 
There is much wrong, and not even a 
name for it, except that it is “a creep­ 
ing, evil thing,” and its symptoms are 
“racial unrest, 
the emotional crazy 
quilt that drives our people in panic to 
the couches of the psychoanalysts, the 
fallout, copout, dropout insurgency of 
our children and young people, the rush 
to stimulant as well as hypnotic drugs, 
the rise of narrow, ugly and vengeful 
cults of all kinds, the distrust and revolt 
against all authority, political, religious 
or military, the awful and universal 
sense of apprehension and even terror, 
and this in a time of plenty such as has 
never been known . . .” 
The rules, once powerful and persua­ 
sive, “fall away in chunks,” and what 
was once American gallantry is now a 
corpse. 
WE ARE, you must conclude, in 
trouble, and the signs are everywhere. 
We are in trouble when we allow our­ 
selves at last to strip all dignity and 
respect from the President and his of-

sible thoughts with equally comprehend­ 
ing spirits through political columns. 
The first medium having already

If you look incisively into this murky 
political stream, however, it isn’t too 
hard to conjure up visions.

fice, and when—in the name of political 
disagreement—we villify the man and 
his family with every stripe of indignity, 
with no rein on vicious, cruel and even 
vulgar abuse. 
We are in trouble when our polls 
show we don’t want the President we 
have, and we don’t want any of his 
opponents, except perhaps one, who 
says he doesn’t want the job. 
We are in trouble when we concede 
that anything does go, that anything is 
fair game, any institution, person or 
tradition, and we make them fair game 
because it is the thing to do, because it 
is good sport. 
We are in trouble when our protests, 
which once were a high form of Ameri­ 
can expression, become meaningless, 
become charades and fads, become pro­ 
tests for protests’ sake or to win a venal 
or selfish end, when the protesters be­ 
come so lacking in integrity that draft 
card burners put the flame to blank 
pieces of paper. 
WE ARE IN trouble when we rob, 
maim, gouge, shoot, stab and rape each 
other in the streets, and in worse 
trouble when we know it’s happening 
and slam our doors and draw our 
shades to our own wails for help. 
We are in trouble when our young 
people dash in full retreat into a maze 
of bizarre dress, 
bizarre language, 
bizarre parties, bizarre hangouts and 
bizarre vices, with little more explana­ 
tion than that everyone else seems to be 
in full retreat. 
We are in trouble when we call the 
roll of our great and significant writers 
and find them all dead or dying, and 
following their work only mountains of 
cheap pulp pap on dmg stores shelves. 
We are in trouble when—after we 
have been seduced by the novelty—we 
tell ourselves that there is something 
eternally meaningful in column after 
column of look-alike, sound-alike, laugh- 
all - the - way - to - the - bank - alike 
musical groups, and pretend they are all 
gushing truth and youthful anger, how­ 
ever unintelligible it may be. 
We are in trouble when we gaze at 
the great potential purveyor of culture— 
television — and see it daily ravaged 
more by the insecurity, fear and lack of 
imagination of its masters, men whose 


and our cities don’t get completely out 
of hand.) 
Not out of any love for the man 
nor in blindness to his credibility de­ 
ficiencies, the electorate will simply 
give him back his job because the 
Republicans will fail to provide an at­ 
tractive alternative and will have eaten 
themselves up in the process. 
There seem to be many similarities 
in the campaign now developing and 
the one which occurred 20 years ago 
between Harry S. Truman and Thomas 
Dewey. 
Truman, like Johnson, was not seri­ 
ously regarded as Presidential material 
until the death of the President thrust 
him into the office. 
Truman was not well liked. He was 
blamed for war time settlements he 
probably didn’t even know had been 
made. He was blamed for a runaway 
burst of inflation which politics and 
a balky Congress prevented him from 
stopping. He was criticized for a series 
of post-war power commitments which 
became the base for all subsequent 
presidents, Republican and Democrat, 
in the Cold War period. 


JOHNSON HAS, of course, had a 
longer time to establish the legitimacy 
of similar claims against him. 
The Republicans, as now, saw the 
incumbent President as a pushover. 
They nominated a colorless, uninterest­ 
ing candidate. Then they waited for 
the victory that would surely follow. 
There’s liklihood they’ll repeat the 
mistake. 
Richard Nixon is really the only 
man they can turn to in 1968. Can 
Coldwater Republicans support a Rom­ 
ney or Rockefeller? These men wouldn’t 
support their candidate. 
Can Romney or Rockefeller support­ 
ers work enthusiastically for a Reagan 
when he looks to them like B-Gold- 
water? 


CAN RESPONSIBLE leaders toss the 
job to a new and untried man like 
Percy when they’re so sure this is 
a Republican year? 
All these answers point to Nixon. A 
man who has long had national ex­ 
posure, Nixon also has demonstrated 
substantial vote-getting potential. 
Nixon, of course, has disadvantages. 
His poor-loser show after the 1960 elec­ 
tion left a permanent impression on 
many who look for strength and sports­ 
manship in their Presidents. Subsequent 
misadventures in politics have bruised 
him. And he is (come on, Nixon back­ 
ers, let’s face it) colorless. 
But he has gained stature recently 
by keeping his mouth shut while other 
eager candidates murdered themselves 
and 
each 
other.

Dickey” image is almost gone. He now 
has the image of a mature politician if 
not a statesman. 
THE REPUBLICANS will have to 
hang their hopes on him. A bad turn in 
the war, inflation or race relations could 
put him at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave.

ment. 
And why? 
Steinbeck sees in us bird dogs, and 
he’s probably right: 
once

highly-trained and specialized, and then 
no longer used so they become “quarrel­ 
some, fat, lazy, cowardly, dirty and 
utterly disreputable and worthless, and 
all because their purpose is gone and 
with it the rules and disciplines that 
made them beautiful and good.” 
And there it is: the purpose is gone.

At the annual dinner dance of the Lincolnwood Training Club, 
Inc., for German Shepherd Dogs, held Jan. 27, Erwin C. Lange of 
Roselle was presented with a plaque honoring his service and 
help to dog owners and more especially to honor a German 
Shepherd that he has trained in obedience. 
This Shepherd, Grand Victrix Ch. Bonnie Bergere of Ken- 
Rose, U.D.T., R.O.M., in the history of the breed is the only dog, 
living or dead, to have ever achieved these goals. Bonnie was 
given to Lange by her owners with the stipulation that she be 
trained and entered in the advanced obedience classes. This was 
done and Bonnie, who will be IO years old this March, is now a 
permanent member of the Lange household, even though owned 
by others.

Employment Service 
Tests Feb. 13-16 


The Illinois Employment Serv­ 
ice Tests will be administered to 
seniors at Wheeling High School 
Feb. 13-16. All seniors who are 
not going to college but are 
seeking help in deciding about 
their futures are urged to take 
this battery of tests. 
Nine different aptitudes are 
measured by the qxam. These 
are general intelligence, verbal 
ability, numerical ability, cleri­ 
cal ability, form 
perception, 
manual dexterity, finger dex­ 
terity, motor co-ordination, and 
spacial perception. 
There is no charge to the stu­ 
dents taking the tests. It takes 
approximately three hours to 
administer and between IO and 
12 seniors will be tested each 
day. 


IN THE SPRING an interpre­ 
tation of the scores will be given 
by a representative of the Hli- 
rfois State Employment Service. 
From these reports, students 
can receive knowledge of many 
of the manpower developments 
available.

Students completing this track 
may be considered upon enlist­ 
ment into the armed forces for 
advanced promotion, waiver of 
basic technical training. 
The program is continuous 
for three years. For the first 
year, all students will take the 
same course (the sophomore 
course), but each year it will be 
expanded to become a three- 
year program. The Secretary of 
the Navy prescribes the curricu­ 
lum. 
The complete NJROTC curri­ 
culum will contain provisions 
for 180 hours of instruction. 
Only 96 hours are required to 
ever. 
The first, or sophomore, year 
will include 64 hours of Naval 
Orientation consisting of naval 
customs and traditions, organi­ 
zation of the navy, naval his­ 
tory, 
and 
naval 
orientation. 
Drills, commands, 
and cere­ 
monies will constitute 32 hours 
of the course. 
Junior year will include ad­ 
venture in science, consisting of 
oceanography and meteorology, 
and instruction in navigation and 
seamanship. There will also be 
32 hours of drill. 
Senior year covers astronomy, 
introduction 
to 
principles 
of 
celestial navigation, elementary 
communications, radar and so­ 
nar, and 32 hours of drills. 
Enrollees will have military- 
type uniforms to wear on days 
they have drills. Mr. Shirley 
hopes that the students will be 
able to present precise drilling 
in various assemblies and pa­ 
rades.

Lincoln Tribute 
For a Young 
Man ToRise...9

The tallest president of the United States achieved the 
highest stature in world notoriety and wisdom. 
Eighty-four statues honor Abraham Lincoln all over the 
world. 
If a Lincoln collector owned one copy of all the books, 
brochures, pamphlets and folders in all the different imprints[ 
variants, and editions about Lincoln the number would be near 
12,000 items. 
Lincoln’s written words exceed those of the Bible or the 
complete works of Shakespeare. An awkward 6-foot, 4-inch man, 
Lincoln achieved the nation’s highest post despite a multitude of 
handicaps. 
Many of his ideas and thoughts remain useful to us today. 
LINCOLN ONCE counseled a young man by saying: 
“The 
way for a young man to rise is to improve himself in every way 
he can, never to suspect that anybody wishes to hinder him. 
Allow me to assure you that suspicion and jealousy never did 
help any man in any solution.” 
If compared to a young man today with his frontier back­ 
ground and education one would conclude that Lincoln was 
“culturally deprived.” 
Lincoln made lasting friendships; he let people know he 
trusted them. Lincoln liked people, he understood people. He 
had a personal magnetism that drew others to him for friendship 
or counsel. “Always bear in mind that your own resolution to 
succeed is more important than any other one thing.” 
The desire to improve offsets any other one goal. If Lincoln 
did not understand something he studied the puzzle until all the 
details fitted into a complete picture. 
Lincoln did not want to be a farmer like his father. Lincoln 
had to earn his position in life. Laborer, merchant, post master, 
surveyor, volunteer soldier, and lawyer were Lincoln’s occupa­ 
tions. 
Reading and thinking out problems were challenges Lincoln 
liked. He read on his own, later he obtained help through school 
masters and then studied for the bar in several law offices. 
Lincoln always struggled to improve himself even when he 
became established as a lawyer. Discussions with knowledgeable 
men, good books, and thinking about ideas elevated Lincoln to a 
giant. 
The greatness of Lincoln was that he could work with 
anybody. Many people thought of Lincoln as a “babboon” and as 
a backwoodsman who would tell a funny story. But Lincoln was 
successful. 
Herndon, Lincoln’s junior law partner, said he was successful 
because “He was always calculating and planning ahead. His 
ambition was a little engine that knew no rest.” 
Lincoln mapped his actions and knew which switches he could 
pull to continue on his journey. 
Lincoln was a judge of men. “Human action can be modified 
to some extent, but human nature cannot be changed.” 
The strength of Lincoln was that he turned with conditions. 
Lincoln held differerent views in 1855 than he had in 1865. 
Lincoln shifted as the nation changed and as men’s views altered. 
Lincoln kept in mind human nature and thought in lines of how 
he fitted into other men’s thoughts and not how different he was. 
“Lincoln’s sense of ambition” was to have a goal, to under­ 
stand people, to be determined, and to be planning ahead so that 
actions could be changeable enough to reach a purpose in life.

“This house used to be a 
chicken coop 20 years ago,” 
remarked Mrs. Joseph Imhoff, 
the doll lady of Long Grove. 
Dorothy 
Imhoff 
calls her 
home 
workshop 
“Ann's Doll 
Shop” in memory of her moth­ 
er, whose inspiration and en­ 
thusiasm launched Dorothy on 
a hobby that has spanned 25 
years. 
“My 
mother 
suggested I 
make my niece an unusual 
Christmas gift. I made that 
first doll, and in the month be- 
t w e e n 
Thanksgiving 
and 
Christmas, I whipped together 
a dozen more for friends. I 
must have been a nitwit to 
make so many, so quickly dur­ 
ing the busy holiday season,” 
she laughed. 


SINCE THEN, Dorothy has 
created thousands of period 
dolls, marionettes and charac­ 
ter dolls for children and for 
collectors, and they've travel­ 
ed to nations throughout the 
wrorld. 
Dorothy’s dolls of muslin and 
cotton are completely hand­ 
made down to the last earring. 
She uses the crowns of old 
hats to fashion doll bonnets. 
Leather shoes are made from 
soft calf or suede handbags 
people give her. 


“But I buy the finest muslin 
I can get for the bodies so it’s 
easy to sew.” 
Regular anklets are purchas­ 
ed ^and cut down to dimunitive 
size for doll stockings. If jew­ 
elry is worn by the dolls, it’s 
made from steel-cut beads. 
“I MUST support all the 
church bazaars by gleaning 
items I can use,” she joked as 
she sorted a pile of nainsook, 
percale, taffeta, linen and vel­ 
vet. 
Her doll clothes have tiny 
buttons and closures, so they 
can be removed and washed. 
Mrs. Imhoff gets ideas for 
costumes from greeting cards. 
It takes about 13 hours to 
create a large doll, maybe 
more if Dorothy embroiders a 
blouse for a gypsy doll or 
makes a western-type shirt for 
a cowboy. The dolls sell from 
SI to $15, with the average doll 
costing about $3. 
How can she afford to do it? 
“Oh, I'm not a factory,” she 
said. “If I were in it to make 
money, I’d have quit long ago. 
No, this is just a fun hobby.”

The once sovereign 
subdivi­ 
sion of Stonegate 
moved en 
masse to the Arlington Heights 
municipal building Monday to 
demand that its interior streets 
not be subjected to bright lights. 
For three years the subdivi­ 
sion has protested the prospect 
of lighting its narrow streets 
with 
high - intensity 
modern 
lights known as “luminaires.” 
Last summer it looked as 
though the issue had been final­ 
ly settled when residents learned 
they must 
accept 
a 
free-of- 
charge luminaire system 
(fi­ 
nanced through state motor fuel 
tax (MFT) funds) or pay for 
an alternate system themselves. 


THE COZY character of the 
neighborhood was given as one 
reason for continuing to main­ 
tain 
the 
present 
often - van­ 
dalized, partly inoperative sys­ 
tem of colonial lights. 
The more modem luminaire, 
with its arching metal pole, was 
judged 
beneath 
Stonegate’s 
standards. Gas lighting was in­ 
vestigated and more tradition­ 
ally styled lights were proposed, 
but the state division of high­ 
ways said only the luminaire 
met its standards for throwing 
light on the roadway. And state 
approval is needed for MFT 
funds to be used to finance a 
lighting system. 
A poll was taken last year to 
determine if the residents of 
Stonegate would rather have 
free 
luminaires 
or 
a 
more 
aesthetically 
pleasing 
system 
paid for out of their own pockets. 


Luminaires won in a land­ 
slide of thrifty voting. 
Monday night’s 
performance 
featured a two-pronged attack 
mounted (a) against the need to 
install 
luminaires, 
and 
(b) 
against the luminaire plan as 
submitted by the village en­ 
gineers and approved by the 
state. 
Sidney Rosenfeld, vice presi­ 
dent of the Stonegate Assn., told 
trustees he had been assured by 
the local district of the division 
of highways that MFT funds 
could be used to overhaul the 
present system of lights. 
THIS STATEMENT by 
the 
state was in complete contra­ 
diction to statements made only 
last year by the same men, and 
trustees decided to investigate 
the matter further. 
This means the board will de­ 
lay until Feb. 19 acceptance of 
bids on lighting both the inter­ 
ior and exterior streets of the 
subdivision. 
The bids have been opened 
and the price for replacing the 
existing lights with luminaires 
on the interior streets is $55,713. 
The state said if Stonegate or 
the village can come up with a 
scheme to repair the present 
system for a sum appreciably 
below the cost of replacement, 
MFT funds can be used. 
The board knew nothing of this 
change of attitude by the state 
prior to Monday’s meeting with 
the homeowners. 
Rosenfeld said an 
engineer 
named Tom Fredrickson at the 
local district office of the divi­ 


sion of highways had made the 
statement concerning the okay­ 
ed use of MFT funds for repair 
of the existing system. 


THE VILLAGE WILL seek a 
definite commitment from the 
state before abandoning plans 
for a modern lighting system. 


If the luminaires do go in, the 
Stonegaters want to be sure that 
they are well spread apart.

Stonegate Lights— 
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Eye on Arlington 
Officials Must 
Look Outward

School boards like to sit around tables, looking at 
each other while they discuss public policy. In contrast, 
most other elected bodies face their audience of citizens. 
This may be a small point, but I always feel it is 
better for elected officials to look out at the world 
rather than at each other. 
Gives them a better perspective. 
I made a check, recently, and found 
that seven districts in this area sit 
around a table in cozy security: Dist. 
25 (Arlington Heights), Dist. 57 (Mount 
Prospect), Dist. 4 (Addison), Dist. IO 
(Itasca), Dist. 59 (Elk Grove), and 
Dist. IOO and Dist. 2 (Bensenville). 
Only three districts in my check face 
the public: Dist. 21 (Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grgve), Dist. 54 (Schaumburg), and Dist. 23 (Prospect 
Heights). 
THERE IS A psychological difference between hav­ 
ing the public in front of you rather than behind you. 
As the race for positions on the Arlington Heights 
school board begins, it might be wise to consider wThat a 
school board is and is not. 
School board members are not the representatives 
of the PTA, the caucus or neighborhood organizations. 
School boards are not an extension of the district 
administration. 
School boards are elected by the citizens to represent 
the citizens in the tax-supported system under the juris­ 
diction of state law. 
THERE IS A division of authority in the public 
school system. One branch controls policy and finance, 
the other branch administers policy and finances. 
The school board is directly responsible to the citi­ 
zens. The administration is actually hired by the school 
board. 
Because of this responsibility to the citizens, the 
board has the obligation to be open and candid with 
them. 
The current attempt to bring the problems of the 
district to the citizens through a series of meetings in 
private homes is an honest attempt to fulfill this 
responsibility. 
DIST. 25 IS A GOOD, solid school system and board 
members should be sold on their district and willing to 
sell it to the citizens. 
However, board members must remember that 
citizens have a right to criticize and question, in the 
spirit of improving the educational system. 
When a school board president objects to a news­ 
paper's editorial as Robert Bukowski did after last 
Wednesday’s editorial in the Herald, he would do better 
to express his opinions in a letter to the editor or at a 
public meeting rather than phoning reporters at home. 
Because newspaper opinions can be wrong like any­ 
one else’s we welcome challenge in public. The citizens 
have the right to have all sides of a subject made 
available. 
I would like to see Dist. 25 turn its table around to 
face the public.

Chamber Faces 
Challenging Year 


Arlington Heights Chamber of Commerce started 
off a “swinging year” Saturday by installing as its 
president a man who could double as a singing star. 
Key Plumbing and Kitchens’ owner, Ed Keegan 
delighted the Chamber crowd by serenading them with 
a professional rendition of the popular “Mac the Knife.’ 
Both Ed’s up-to-date approach and his enthusiasm 
are qualities the Chamber board will need as it tackles 
another year of improving the village’s business cli­ 
mate. 
Keegan, like predecessor John Janszen, faces an 
agenda that includes: 
—A need to improve village parking and traffic 
flow. 
—An imperative necessity to get the downtown 
redevelopment moving. 
—The task of raising money to complete beauti­ 
fication of the railroad right-of-way. 
—A role as spokesman for any village project 
that comes up. 
He will need not only the help of other Chamber 
members and other businessmen, but of the entire 
village. 
In return, the village needs the Chamber’s 
help. 
Arlington Heights has accomplished what it has 
because its citizens have been willing to work with 
each other, to consider each other’s needs and prob­ 
ers, and find solutions everyone is willing to accept. 
It needs that quality even more today, as a mu­ 
nicipality grown to giant size tackles the problems 
inevitable with growth. Divisiveness by interest group 
or neighborhood is a backward step. 
The Chamber of Commerce can play a major 
role in encouraging businessmen’s full co-operation 
in planning future growth, and coping with current 
problems. It is playing that role in helping launch 
the Arlington Heights Park District advisory coun­ 
cil that will have its first meeting next week. 
We salute the Chamber for its continuing support 
for village progress—and we wish Ed Keegan and his 
new board the best of success in carrying out their 
tasks. 


Township support for mental 
health care lagged badly be­ 
hind northwest suburban needs 
in 1967, year-end reports from 
involved agencies show. 
Wheeling Township’s support 
has fallen the farthest short of 
need and the impact has been 
greater because it provides for 
the largest number of menta 
health cases. But no northwest 
suburban township has a clear 
record. 
This is being stressed 
by 
mental health leaders now in 
informal meetings with town 
ship officials. 


THE LACK of adequate town­ 
ship support has forced coat- 
trimming and dipping into small 
surpluses at all three agencies 
Clearbrook 
Center 
for the 
Retarded, the Northwest Co­ 
operative Mental Health Clinic 
and Countryside Center for the 
Retarded. 
Clearbrook^ budget of $282,- 
000 includes $28,-604 from Elk 
Grove Township, $19,500 from 
Palatine Township, $9,000 from 
Schaumburg Township and $18,- 
000 from Wheeling Township. 
Byrn Witt, Clearbrook direc­ 
tor, told Paddock Publications 
this week that to cover its share 
of Clearbrook’s costs, Wheeling 
Township would have had to 
vote $30,000 to Clearbrook alone. 


SCHAUMBURG T o w n s h i p 
currently pays a per-pupil sub­ 
sidy to Clearbrook half that of 
the other townships. While the 
other three northwest townships 
have provided $109 per student 
per month as a subsidy for 
costs of operating the retarded 
children’s center, Schaumburg 
currently limits its per-pupil 
subsidy to $60 per month. 
Insufficient township support 
has 
greater 
impact 
on 
the 
Northwest Cooperative Mental 
Health Clinic than Clearbrook, 
since a greater share of the 
clinic’s total support must come 
from local funds. 
Of the clinic’s 1967 budget of 
$116,150, 42 per cent comes from 
state mental health funds, 35 
per cent from the township aid 
13 per cent from United Func 
contributions, 
eight 
per cent 
from patient fees and two per 
cent from other sources. 
Clearbrook, however, receives 
less than a fourth of its support 
from township funds. The cur­ 
rent budget of $282,000 includes 
tuition funds, state aid and an 
estimated $48,000 from school 
districts 
sending 
handicapped 
children to the center’s day 
school. 
THE MENTAL health clinic’s 
income for the year includes 
excess funds of $16,000 from 
Wheeling, $11,000 from Pala­ 
tine, $7,065 from Elk Grove and 
$4,460 from Schaumburg. 
Based 
on 
patient-hours 
of 
care, the clinic estimates that 
the subsidies should have come 
to $20,115 from Wheeling, $14,254 
from Palatine, $8,766 from Elk 
Grove and $3,792 from Schaum­ 
burg.
